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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1974  was  a  year  that  saw  drastic  changes  in  the  economy  of  the 
nation  and  of  Easton  as  well.    The  Lafayette  Regional  School  District, 
of  which  we  are  a  member,  voted  to  join  with  the  Town  of  Bethlehem 
to  form  the  Profile  Regional  School  District  and  to  build  a  new  school 
to  educate  grades  7-12.    The  total  economic  impact  on  Easton  is  yet 
to  be  determined  but  we  do  know  that  we  can  ejq^ect  an  increase  in 
school  expense. 

The  present  dump  operated  by  the  Town  of  Franconia,  will  be 
closed  by  Federal  regulations  as  of  June  30  of  this  year.    Unless 
another  extension  is  granted  by  the  government,  we  will  have  to  make 
some  other  arrangements  for  solid  waste  disposal.    We  are  present- 
ly working  with  the  North  Country  Council  in  conjunction  with  other 
towns  in  the  area  to  develop  a  community  disposal  facility.    This  also 
will  increase  the  expenses  of  the  Town. 

Of  concern  to  everyone  is  the  possibility  of  1-93  being  routed 
through  Easton.    We  are  heartened  by  the  offensive  being  mounted  by 
the  Planning  Board  under  John  Jerome.    Every  resident  of  this  town 
has  a  stake  in  this  fight  and  its    outcome.    We  ask  that  the  voters 
adopt  Article  16  to  form  a  conservation  committee  which  will  offer 
further  protection  in  this  area. 

The  balance  of  the  Police  and  Fire  appropriation  has  been  set  aside 
to  install  three  dry  hydrants.    The  Soil  Conservation  Service  which 
supplies  the  hydrants  and  supervises  their  installation,  had  exhausted 
their  supply  last  fall,  but  we  are  planning  to  have  them  installed  in  the 
spring. 

The  town  appropriated  $2500  to  remodel  the  Town  Hall  kitchen. 
Several  of  the  builders  and  carpenters  in  town  offered  to  donate  their 
labor  for  the  project.    Plans  were  presented  to  the  Selectmen  by  the 
Building  committee.    No  action  was  taken  on  the  project  due  to  op- 
position to  the  plans  by  several  townspeople.    Some  progress  has  been 
made  to  come  up  with  a  workable  plan,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  be 
able  to  complete  the  project  soon. 
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Easton  has  received  a  grant  of  $1150  from  the  Governors  Commis- 
sion on  Crime  for  the  purchase  of  a  police  radio.    This  will  allow 
instant  communications  between  our  police  department  and  the  State 
and  County  police. 

The  State  Legislature  has  enacted  a  law  requiring  all  towns  in  the 
state  to  have  a  tax  map  by  the  year  1980.    The  Selectmen  and  Plan- 
ning Board  have  been  looking  into  just  what  is  required  by  law  and 
ways  that  we  can  comply  with  the  regulation. 

We  hope  that  all  of  you  find  your  way  through  these  difficult  times 
and  that  in  doing  so  we  may  enter  our  centennial  year  as  a  strong  and 
united  town  in  the  true  spirit  of  '76,

The  following  is  a  report  from  the  North  Country  Council  regarding  its  activities  on  a 
regional  and  local  basis.    The  Council's  Board  of  Directors  respectfully  requests  that  the 
Selectmen  include  this  report  in  their  official  Town  Report.    NCC's  representatives  have 
received  a  copy  of  this  report  and  are  requested  to  change  it  as  they  see  fit. 

Report  to  the  Town  of  Easton  from  the  North  Country  Council 

The  North  Country  Council  (NCC)  is  the  official  planning  organization  (RSA  36:  45-53) 
for  the  North  Country.    The  Council  undertakes  area-wide  planning  programs,  when  appro- 
priate, and  provides  community  planning  services  and  information  to  Tovras.     The  Council's 
Board  of  Directors,  two  representatives  from  each  of  the  19  Member  Towns,  determines 
the  work  program  and  budget. 

During  1974,  the  Council  completed  an  Economic  Base  Study,  assisted  30  Towns  in 
solid  waste  by  organizing  site  inspections  and  planning  by  providing  information  on  volume, 
cost  and  transportation  of  solid  waste.    The  Council  also  prepared  a  model  Town  Kit  Fact 
Book,  and  a  model  flood  district  ordinance.    The  Council  is  preparing  a  Public  Transpor- 
tation Plan  for  the  North  Country  and  has  submitted  an  application  to  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  for  a  rural  transportation  demonstration  project.    NCC  has  updated  the 
State's  Outdoor  Recreation  Plan  for  the  North  Country.     This  enables  communities  to 
maintain  eligibility  for  federal  funds.     The  Council  has  sponsored  meetings  and  conferences 
on  flood  insurance,  solid  waste,  land  use,  and  septic  tank  disposal. 

While  working  with  the  Town  of  Easton,  the  Council  has  met  with  the  Planning  Board 
to  provide  information  on  state  planning  statutes.    The  Council  is  assisting  Easton,  along 
with  other  Towns,   in  solid  waste  planning.     The  Council  hopes  to  coordinate  four  towns 
regarding  the  preservation  of  the  Gale  River  Watershed.    We  are  available  to  assist  the 
Planning  Board  in  gathering  data  relative  to  the  1-93  Environmental  Impact  Statement. 

What's  in  store  for  the  future?  NCC  hopes  to  continue  its  work  with  the  Town  by  pro- 
viding an  on-going  program  of  planning  services  and  information  in  order  to  help  the 
Town  cope  with  potential  grovvth.  NCC  is  developing  legal  information  on  land  use  which 
is  available  to  Member  Towns,  The  Council  is  also  a  point  of  information  and  assistance 
for  potential  sources  of  federal  funding.  In  conclusion,  the  North  Country  Council  hopes 
to  continue  working  on  a  regular  basis  in  areas  of  local  and  area-wide  concern.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD  ACTIVmES 
1974 

After  a  period  of  relative  inactivity,  the  Planning  Board  was  re- 
constituted in  October,  with  Dean  Clark,  John  Jerome,  Jack  Kenney, 
Glenn  Kiedaisch,  Russell  Towne,  and  Bob  Wutzdorff  as  members. 
Dean  Clark  represents  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  Glenn  Kiediasch 
represents  the  Selectmen  and  Bob  Wutzdorff  is  Alternate.    John 
Jerome  was  elected  chairman  and  Jack  Kenney  is  secretary. 

The  Planning  Board  is  currently  studying  future  issues  con- 
cerning the  town,  including  flood  insurance,  tax  maps,  and  con- 
tinuing requests  for  subdivision  permits,  and  will  act  on  these  matters 
in  the  coming  year. 

The  Planning  Board  has  asked  the  Town  to  approve  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Conservation  Commission  and  nominated  Doug  McLain, 
Durand  Cooley,  Chris  Jerome,  David  Osher  and  Dennis  Ford  to 
serve  on  that  commission. 

The  bulk  of  the  Planning  Board's  energies  have  been  devoted 
to  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  extension  of  Interstate  93  through 
the  Easton  Valley,  and  in  support  of  that  has  issued  a  state- 
ment of  policy.    Several  open  meetings  of  the  Planning  Board 
have  been  held  to  enlist  Easton  residents  and  property  owners 
in  this  effort. 

Planning  Board  meetings  are  held  the  last  Monday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  are  open  to  all.

1974 

The  voters  of  the  Town  of  Easton  appropriated  the  sum  of  $800. 00 
for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  Kinsman  Cemetery.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is 
controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the 
New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.    Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a 
fire  out-of-doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
have  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.    If 
the  fire  is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling 
the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.    No 
outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  AM  and  5  PM,  unless  it  is 
raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two 
decades.    Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  be- 
came so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands 
closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Bel- 
knap Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and 
Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Bamstead,  Gilmanton  and 
Alton  in  Belknap  County.    Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the 
citizens  of  our  State,  no  major  forest  fire  occurred  at  any  time 
during  the  year.

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SAMPLE  RESOLUTION 
TO  BE  USED  WHEN  APPLYING  FOR  FLOOD  INSURANCE 

Resolution  A 


BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Town  Meeting  hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends  to 
enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  defined  flood 
hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with  effective  en- 
forcement provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in 
Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations; 
and 

2.  Vests  (the  Planning  Board  or  Town  Manager  or  other  duly  au- 
thorized Municipal  Officer)  with  the  responsibility,  authority,  and 
means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in 
delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood 
hazards  on  available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to 
identify  the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may  re- 
quest concerning  Present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  flood 
plain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies  and 
private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map  and  . 
identify  flood  plain  or  mudslide  areas,  and  cooperate 
with  neighboring  communities  with  respect  to  manage- 
ment of  adjoining  flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent  aggra- 
vation of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's  initial 
eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the 
progress  made  during  the  past  year  within  the  community 
in  the  development  and  implementation  of  flood  plain 
management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for  public  inspec- 
tion and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations  (in  relation 
to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all 
new  or  substantially  improved  structures  located  in  the  special 
flood  hazard  areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or 
more  sides ,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must 
also  be  recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its  powers  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program. 
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SAMPLE  RESOLUTION 
TO  BE  USED  TO  INDICATE  THE  BUILDING  PERMIT  SYSTEM 
WHICH  THE  COMMUNITY  HAS  ADOPTED  AND  THE 
REVIEW  PROCEDURE  FOR  THE  SYSTEM 

Resolution  B-1 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  Easton,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning  Board  amend 
their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard  area  to  assure  that 
(i)  all  proposals  are  consistent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood 
damage,  (ii)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas, 
electrical,  and  water  systems  are  located,  elevated,  and  construc- 
ted to  minimize  or  eliminate  flood  damage,  and  (iii)  adequate 
drainage  is  provided  so  as  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards;  and 

2.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning  Board  amend 
their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard  area  to  require  new  or 
replacement  water  supply  systems  and/or  sanitary  sewage  systems  to 
be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into 
the  systems  and  discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and 
require  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be  located  so  as  to  avoid 
impairment  of  them  or  contamination  from  them  during  flooding, 
pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  36:21. 
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
